T HE Particulars of my Charge I am to give 
you, Gentlemen of the Jury, which are ſworn 
jn this Court, I ſhall-deliver in an Alphabetical Me- 
thod, and endeavour to acquit my ſelf herein with 
the Conciſeneſs neceſſary where fo many Particulars 
are to be conſulted, and in ſuch a Manner as may 
cauſe a due Effect upon all Perſons concern d. 

And firſt, as this Court takes Cognizance chiefly of 
Treſpaſſes againſt the publick Peace, ſo you are by 
your Oaths oblig'd to enquire into Affrays; as where 
two or more Perſons ſhall (cauſe a Skirmiſhing or 


Fighting ; and herein you are to obſerve, that there 


muſt be a Stroke given, or a Weapon drawn, other 
wile 'tis not an Aﬀeay. Conſtables neglecting their 
Duties in endeavouring to ſuppreſs an Aﬀeaoy, are 
finable ; and any Spectator may put a Stop ro Affray- 
ers aſſembled in a tumultuous Manner, and may z 
prehend the Offender, where a Perfon is dangerouſly

The next Head I ſhall mention to you is that of 
Ale-houſes: You are to make ſtri& Enquiry whether 
any Perſons do keep Inns, or Ale-houfes, without 
being licenſed to the fame, either in Seſſions, or by 
two Juſtices, (Qworum unuw,) Whether any Perſons 
fell their Ale in unlawful Meaſures, and whether 
any Ale-houſe ſuppreſs'd, hath been licens'd by two 
other Juſtices out of the Seſſions? ary 
We are in this Court to enquire into Aſfaults com- 
mitted ; and in Aſſaults, a Man may not offer Violence 
to another, unleſs it be in Defence of his own Perſon, 
in Defence of his Wife, Father, Mother, Maſter, Cc.
